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County Executive Discusses Cancellation of 
New Health Sciences and P.E. Buildings 


It was announced recently that 
work was to be stopped on two 
BCC projects, the Physical 
Education building and the 
Health Sciences center, because 
of the State’s financial crisis. The 
approximate cost of these two 
buildings was to be 
approximately 8 million dollars. 
What follows is an interview with 
Broome County Executive Edwin 
Crawford by Fulcrum reporter 
Jim Johnston in which Crawford 
discusses the cancellation of the 
two projects. 


Q: Recently it was announced 
that work was halfed on two BCC 
buildings, the Physical 
Education building and the 
Health Sciences Center. What 
was the reason for this stoppage? 

A: The principal reason for the 
direction from Broome County to 
the respective architects to halt 
any further design work was the

Recently there has been talk of 
a new admissions policy at 
B.C.C., due to budgetary cuts and 
the subsequent arrest of all 
building projects on this campus. 
Yet, Director of Admissions, 
Robert Pufky saw no real threat 
and stated B.C.C. might not have 
to revise admission policy 
although the school will be 
handling more students than last 
year. In terms of the number of 
students, Pufky remarked that 
the predicted enrollment 
increase will not amount to more 
than twenty students (’71 
freshmen enrollment was 1478 
and the predicted for September 
‘72 is 1495.) 

Pufky felt possibly a cutback, if 
any, might occur in the Health 
Science programs of Nursing, 
Medical Records and Medical 
Office. This would be due to the 
number of seniors on campus and 
the requirements of these three 
curriculums; suitable clinics and 
hospitals to train seniors can not 
be overloaded. Pufky related this 
partially to the eight million 
dollar cutback, not only through 
the State University funds but 
also the amount of funds received 
from the county. ‘When you take 
these two conditions and face a 
cutback not only statewide but 
also through state legislature 
you've got a bit of a problem.’ 

Overloads will undoubtedly 
occur in some areas, Pufky 
suggested perspective students 
might decide on another program 
still having vacancies, although 
it would mean a shifting of 


available for operation of 
community colleges. The 
principal reason, however, was 
the freeze on state construction 
funds for community colleges. 


Q: How far along in 
development were these two 
projects when the postponement 
came about? 

A: The Physical Education 
building was much further along 
than the Health Sciences 
building. We have been working 
on the Physical Education 
building for two years 
(approximately.) It was an 
essential element in what we call 
the first phase of the campus 
expansion. Originally, a 
swimming pool was included in 
the Physical Education building 
but the preliminary’ cost 
estimates were so high that the 
county legislature took a position 
that the swimming pool should be 
eliminated. What has been 
occurring in recent months is the

eliminating the 
swimming pool and making an 
effort to bring it within the funds 
already authorized by the county 
legislature. When we speak of the 
funds authorized by the county 
legislature we are speaking of the 


vocational roles for those 
students. Pufky also suggested 
setting up part-time course work, 
in the over-loaded areas, through 


continuing education. Yet, witha - 


set-up such as this Pufky stated 
there would still be pressure, not 
only for full time enrollment, but 
also in part-time due to the 
spillover, since accommodation 
in that particular area would be 
difficult. 


When asked about a possible 
student overload due to the 
proposed tuition hike in four-year 
institution, Pufky felt it might 
lend Broome with much stronger 
students and create’ an 
interesting and new level of 
competition in the classroom. 
Also, Broome might receive the 
stronger student due to the 
precipice admissions policy .of 
the larger institution, which is 
basically a random selection of 
student acceptance. B.C.C. is not 
revising towards this type of 
policy, Broome is still rolling 
admissions, which is first come 
first serve. This gives priority to 
the Broome county resident for 
the months of January and 
February and is then opened to 
all other areas from March on, 
until a program is filled. 


In viewing Mr. Pufky’s 
remarks it becomes evident that 


any revamping of admission. 


policy for the academic year of 
72 will not be likely to occur, thus 
quelling all rumored cutbacks 
and revisions of B.C.C.’s 
admittance policies. 


fifty percent local share which is 
the funding arrangement. With 
respect to the Health Sciences 
building, this has been in the very 
early stages of preliminary 
planning and at this moment, we 
are not indebted to the architect 
although considerable work has 
been done. Our thought at the 
moment is to proceed to sign the 
contract with the architect, so 
that if funds are available, the 
architect can immediately 


ae 
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resume the work he has now 
underway. 


Q: When was _ actual 
construction scheduled to begin? 

A: Well, we would like to have 
thought that the Physical 
Education plan might be under 
construction sometime in 1972. It 
would probably have called for 
the better part of two years for 
construction. The Health 
Sciences building would not have 


been under construction until 
sometime in 1973 at the earliest. 


Q: With the delay, when do you 
believe construction can begin? 

A: I have no idea; but I would 
say that once funds become 
available which means in effect 
that the state lifts its freeze on 
construction funds, that from 
that date on we would be able to 
commence construction on the

Quarter vs Semester: Part |! 


This is Part IT in a two part 
investigation of the semester 
versus the quarter system. Part 
I, in the last issue of the Fulcrum, 
dealt with the proposals in favor 
of the semester system. The 
proposals in favor of Quarter 
System are as follows: 


1) In career curricula, 
movement to the semester will 
mandate deletion of certain 
required courses. (First 
observation suggests as high as 
50 per cent.) 
seems to show a lack of 
imagination and an 
unwillingness to challenge or 
change any part of the current 
program. 

2) Practicum oriented career 
curricula may be required to 
drop significant portions of 
desirable practicum because of 
consolidation of courses. The 
semester system does not 
dictate what will be taught — is 
a re-evaluation so dangerous? 

3) Continuing Education could 

accelerate 50 per cent. 
Acceleration would be better

for the adult student. Complete 


degree and diploma 
requirements in shorter 
periods of time. Real 


advantage of acceleration is 
dependent upon ability of 
student to commit: himself to. 
the more rapid pace required. 
This statement has a quantity 
instead of quality ring. The 
State Education department is 
really quite impressed with 
large student numbers — but 
people are not numbers. 

4) The Quarter system offers the 
best opportunity to operate a 
cooperative program. (Right 
now X-ray is the only operating 
co-op program on campus. In 
an impromptu interview with 
Mr. Steel, chairman of the Civil 
Tech program, he said more 
co-op programs would be 
operating now except for the 
economic slump and the area’s 
lack of desirable co-op based on 
industrial and. co-occupational 
positions available. 

5) The Quarter system offers the 
best opportunity to more 
efficiently utilize facilities 


through cycling vacation 
periods for students. Up to 25 
per cent more students can be 
admitted to the college. How 
much larger is Broome going to 
grow? If no new faculty is 
going to be hired for next year 
who is going to be able to teach 
the 25 per cent more students? 
Has Broome Community 
College leveled off in its 
growth? : 

6) Advertisement of offerings in 
Continuing Education in the 
Quarter system mandates 50 
per cent more promotional 
time. 

7) Updating of career curricula is 
much easier in the quarter 
system. (Hogwash) 

8) Significant adjustment must 
be made in_ laboratory 
environment supporting career 
curricula. 

9) A mix of disciplines is forced in 
career curricula if the 
semester calendar is utilized. 

10) Loss of support laboratory 
time will be forced by

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EDITORIALS 
Perhaps There’s 
Hope... 


In recent years the cries of financial crisis have been heard from 
nearly all quarters, but it takes a special kind of financial crisis to 
affect a disjunct community, such as that evidenced in Broome 
County, and arouse the disinterested. 

Sucha crisis seems certain to arrive within the next few years, if 
it is not already with us. New York State’s financial problems, 
which seem so far removed from our own, have resulted in 
substantial cutbacks in the State’s budget with regards to higher 
education. All New York State colleges will raise tuition for the 
1972-73 academic year, a move that is certain to force many 
families, short of funds, to place their hopes of a college education 
for their children at the doors of the community college. 

It is at this point that Broome Community College enters the 
picture, but it is unfortunate that we will not be able to supply the 
answers. Broome Community College has seemingly felt the pinch 
that has been passed down to us from the Federal, State, and local 
levels. Despite the probability of increased demand for 
admittance, Broome Community College has been forced to cancel 
8.2 million dollars in building projects that might have housed a 
substantial increase in the number of students. Broome, seemingly 
unaware of the plight of the poor, struggling to acquire an 
education, has followed suit and has also increased tuition for the 
1972-73 academic year. ie 

These trends cannot be allowed to continue. But there is little that 
a single individual can do unless he is willing to “become 
involved.” = = 

Within our own academic community it is somewhat 

encouraging to have witnessed a substantial increase in the 
average voter turnout with respect to the ten dollars involved in the 
referendum held two weeks ago, (see referendum results on Page 
5. It would seem that, at least for the youth of our community, 
money holds the key to political involvement. In light of our present 
financial situation, perhaps there is hope. With the eighteen year 
old vote pressuring the political hopefuls in 1972, we just might 
witness a change. 


Dollar Hike Minimal 


BCC has recently raised tuition 75 dollars, which now places 
admissions fees at 525 dollars. This amount as compared with four- 
year institutions is minimal. To receive one’s first two years or 
only two years of education at this rate should be considered an 
advantage to one’s purse and education. 

Far-reaching conditions of Broome’s tuition hike might be 
equated with a higher quality of education. It may be beyond 
#; relate better quality with more money, yet it is 
evident that b\ome has been expanding with more students and in 
most other academic senses. 

A tuition hike may also improve the quality of students at 
Broome, being that it would deter certain people who merely 
attend this college on a parent’s wish or for the lack of anything 
else to fulfill two years of their life. 

A junior college such as Broome can no longer function on a 
minimal budget level, money must be had to maintain present 
standards or else regression to a lesser quality college will be 
inevitable. At the present rate BCC might witness a take over by 
the state within the next five years, thus lifting Broome from the 
intractable reins of county and community dictoms. 

I see the present tuition raise as a needed step forward for the 
survival of BCC.

Switches Feathers on Vietnam War 


Of all the Democratic Presidential candidates or would-be 
candidates who have switched feathers on the Vietnam war, that 
is from hawk to dove, none have molted more rapidly or in a 
more pronounced manner than Sen. Fred Harris of Oklahoma. 

When his party and his President were in the White House 
escalating the Vietnam war, Harris was a hawk’s hawk. 

For example, in remarks on the floor of the Senate April 13, 
1965, Sen. Harris expressed his opinion as to what the Vietnam 
war was all about: 

“It is not a civil war. The security of the free world is involved 
here. The security of the United States is in jeopardy there. If we 
do not live up to our commitment to South Vietnam to help 
them keep their country free, we shall have to draw the line 
elsewhere, in Thailand, or Malaysia, or Hawaii, or Seattle and San 
Francisco. The line must be drawn somewhere... It has been said 


that we should dis-honor commitments made by three Presidents. 


of the United States and withdraw from South Vietnam and 
abandon the people of South Vietnam, who have been struggling 
for national security and independence. There is no question that 
this is not the proper course for this country.” 

In another speech in May of 1965, a speech critical of Sen. J. 
William Fulbright’s views on Vietnam, Harris declared: “‘All that 
is necessary for peace to be restored (in South Vietnam) is for the 
North Vietnamese to stop their aggression.” ‘Patience and 
perservance are required,” Harris said. “We come back to the 
reality that America’s word, its commitment has been given and 
accepted and must be kept.” 

Talk of a possible peaceful settlement in Vietnam was also 
discouraged by Harris. ‘Easier said than done,” was a phrase used 
by Harris in 1965 to knock down ideas about both a U.N. 
settlement of the war and a possible negotiated settlement leading 
to a political solution of the problems in South Vietnam. 

In 1966 Harris called for an amendment to the foreign aid bill 


prohibiting U.S. aid to countries trading with North Vietnam. 
“To put it bluntly,” he declared. “we should not be helping 
people who are helping our enemies.” 

In 1966 Harris was also a strong supporter of President 
Johnson’s decision to bomb North Vietnam. Stating his belief 
that “military decisions cannot be properly made in the Senate,” 
Harris said that “only the President has the complete facts and 
the daily intelligence reports.’”” However, when a new Republican 
President took over and began making military decisions, like the 
incursion into Cambodia to clean out Communist sanctuaries and 
the attempt to rescue American POW’s from a Communist prison 
camp, Harris did a 180 degree turn and criticized these actions 
and opposed them. 

Again in October of 1967, while his party was still in the White 
House and escalating the war, Harris alluded to the world-wide 
importance of a strong U.S. stand in Vietnam: “I have recently 
had conversations with heads of states in some five countries of 
Asia. What they have to say about their own future being very 
much bound up in Vietnam cannot be denied.” 

As recently as 1968, (coincidentally the last year his party was 
running the war in Vietnam), Harris told a group of Lawton, 
Okla. newspaper reporters: ‘Arguments of critics of President 
Johnson’s policy in Vietnam have little validity. The biggest 
factor in prolonging the war is division at home.” 

But all the talk about U.S. commitments, the dangers of 
Communism, the free world, the need to stand firm in the face of 
aggression, all this was many, many years ago when his party was 
in power. Today, Sen. Fred Harris favors cutting off all military 
and economic aid to South Vietnam and redistributing the wealth 
of working people in this country to the non-working people. As 
syndicated columnist Gary Wills has written: 

“As a Presidential candidate, Sen. Fred Harris seems to have 
only two weaknesses — domestic and foreign policy.”

New Breed Anti-Establishment 
Lawyers Create Legal Power Base 


A new breed of young, 
anti-establishment attorneys is 
creating a legal power base from 
which students can deal with 
everything from greedy 
landlords to college presidents. 
Some of the lawyers emphasize 
protecting the student as a 
consumer. One such lawyer is 
Jim Boyle, who has_ been 
defending University of Texas 
students for two years. Boyle, 
whose salary is part of the 
student government budget, is 
not allowed to sue the university 
, so he spends much of his time 
helping his clients cope with 
insurance salesmen, auto 
mechanics and landlords. 

One of the most radical of the 
new breed, Richard Howland, 


counsels University of 
Massachusetts sutdents. He was 
hired in 1969 when the 
University chancellor — a 


botanist whom Howland calls 


“rosebud”? — irked students by 
controlling the student fees 
budget. 

Another students’ lawyer, 
Robert Ackerman, has been 


defending young people since he 
graduated from the University of 
Oregon in 1963. “Our clients 
became more and more youth 
oriented in 1965 with the 
proliferation of dope busts,” 
Ackerman says. 


His crucible was also a legal 


~ 


fight over student fees, and he 
helped Oregon ‘students gain 
control of how their student fee 
money is spent. Those fees now 
pay his salary. 

Boyle, Howland, and 
Ackerman are part of the 
handful of student government 
attorneys working in the U.S.; 
they would like to see more 
added to their number. 

“If the president tells you you 
can’t get a lawyer, get a lawyer 
to see if you can get a lawyer,” 
Howland said. He does not 
advise asking first, however. 

“We assumed it was all right 
and went ahead and did it. We 
moved slowly at first, but after a 
while we were able to tell the 
president he couldn’t have an 
office in the student center — 
and he backed down.” 

Howland says one reason 
University of Massachusetts 
students chose him was because 
he was “very involved” in the 
Columbia riots of 1968. He 
credits his radicalization to a 
beating at the hands of a 
policeman during the riots. “I 
did fine in the Navy for four 
years,” he says with a glance at 
his hobbled leg and a cane that 
doubles as a whittling stick. 

Boyle, unlike Howland, ran 
into resistance from university 
and state officials. The Texas 
state auditor ruled that he could 
not be paid with student 


government money, so Texas 
students set up a corporation. 
The corporation sells insurance 
and may soon establish a 
janitorial service. 

Howland claims that students 
he has counseled have usually 
been successful in court. The 
bearded, paunchy lawyer speaks 
with special relish when he 
relates the story of a student 
who won a $200 decision from 
the university in small claims 
court. The university appealed. 

“T said fine,” Howland recalls. 
“Because in Massachusetts you 
can’t appeal a decision in small 
claims court.” 

_ Howland has been involved in 

other unusual cases. There was, 
for instance, the student who 
phoned a bomb threat to the 
women’s dormitory at 2 a.m. 
The student was hoping to get a 
glimpse of the women as the 
building was evacuated. 

Boyle enjoys telling the one 
about the student who was 
assessed $600 in repairs on a 
1969 Volkeswagen, Boyle was 
ready for the attempted swindle: 
he retained a mechanic who 
checks out questionable work 
and fees of other mechanics; in 
this case, it was decided that 
drastic action was needed. 

“Our mechanic went to get 
the car and said, “Let’s take it 
for a test drive before we pay 
the bill,” Boyle says. ‘““And then 


he drove it right home.” 
Just having a lawyer around, 
says Howland, can completely 


change the student- 
administration relationship. 
“When the university tells a 


student who wants something, 
“We'll check it out with our 
attorney, ” and the student says 
“Fine, we’ll check it out with 
ours,’ it really blows their mind. 
It removes the mystique of the 
law; you’ve got your own witch 
doctor.” 


Another way to _ achieve 
power is through the press. 
Boyle, with the help of 15 law 
students, regularly issues press 


releases that contradict 
conservative dispatches of the 
University of Texas public 


relations department. 


And Ackerman spent last year 
lobbying at the Oregon state 
legislature. 

Asked why they want to 
defend students, the lawyers say 
that young people, as a group, 
are oppressed and need legal aid. 

Boyle, who represented poor 
people in Louisiana before 
coming to Texas, says, “I was 
reluctant to serve students 
because _ they were only 
temporarily poor. But I took the 
job because it was a challenge, 
especially with the hostile board 
of regents.” 
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To Fill Growing Demands in Field 


The purpose of the Mechanical Technology 
curriculum, comprised of 39 seniors and 36 


freshmen is to prepare engineering technicians 
to fill the growing demand in industry and 
business in the mechanical field. Graduates of 
this program will be qualified as tool designers, 
technicians, product designers, and process 
planners at Link Division of Singer-General 
Precision, Inc., General Electric, I.B.M., and 
many other companies. They also have the 
option of transferring to a four year college such 
“as Syracuse, Tri-State, and Clarkson to study 
sales, research, or quality control. Jim Cahill, a 
senior, plans to continue his education in 
engineering with three years at R.I. T. 

All of the people who were interviewed cited a 
mechanical interest, sometimes carried through 
childhood, as their main motivation for entering 

- the Mechanical Technology curriculum. One 
freshman said he has worked in a shop for quite 
a while and felt he needed to attend classes to 
learn why the precision he has been practicing is 


so necessary. 


Both seniors and freshmen carry a work load 
heavier than most other schools. The seniors are 
in school 28 hours a week or 19 credit hours 
including four three hour labs and one two hour 
lab. The freshmen schedule is nearly as rigorous 
consisting of 18 credit hours-eight of which are 
spent in laboratory work in physics, descriptive 
geometry, and manufacturing process. 

The seniors pointed out that there has, until 
this year, been a cooperative education program 
but the present economic situation has forced 
participating companies to discontinue it. Both 
seniors and freshmen agree that on the job

16) Plant utilization can be 
maximized with the quarter 
system. (More hogwash) 

17) Movement to the semester is 
counter to the emerging 
philosophy supporting short 
courses. (Yes it certainly is) 

18) The quarter permits better 
intercurriculum transfer 
possibility. 

19) Curriculum changes are 
usually easier within the 
quarter system. 

Finally the study sites five 
interm conclusions: 

1) It would appear that neither 
the semester nor the quarter 
calendar is ideal. The balance 
tends to remain horizontal 
when all issues are weighed. 
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(The balance does not remain 


horizontal. It is the status quo- 


which must be protected at all 
costs.) 

2) The significant problem 
should be: ‘“‘How to more 
effectively move the total 
college program forward with 
as little disruption as possible 
and with maintenance and 
improvement of instructional 
quality.”” Neither the quarter 
nor the semester calendar 
argument comes near this 
problem. (The arguments in 
this study do not face the 
challenge of change which is 
inevitable. The interm 
conclusions seem to be most 
concerned with the path of 
least resistence in terms of re- 
evaluating all curriculums. 

3) There is need to establish a 
college wide’ calendar. 
Continuing Education and full- 
time day should operate on the 
same calendar. (Obviously) 

4) ‘Attention should be directed 
toward adjustments in a 
calendar which causes the 
least expenditure of time and 
energy. Movement to the 
semester would force a 
massive re-analysis of course 
and curriculum objectives. 
(More lazy unimaginative 
thinking about the overall 
quality of all curriculums.) 

5) Consideration should be given 
to the possibility of offering 
semester credit within the 
quarter calendar. (What about 
offering quarter credit within 
the semester calendar? ) 


So the war goes on — neither 
curriculum is willing to 
compromise in order to facilitate 
growth of the complete college. 
Mr. Steel said he honestly felt 
that the semester calendar would 
disadvantageously affect the 
civil technology department the 
most of any other areas. It is not 
just an administrative problem. 
The faculty, who would 
eventually only have to prepare 
course outlines twice a year, and 


the students concerned about the 


training would help them to better understand 
the roll they will play in engineering technology 
and regret that the co-op can’t be continued. 
They do feel that Broome Community College 
offers a good preparation for their future jobs. 
There was a general consensus among seniors 
that their teachers are well qualified but some of 
them have trouble presenting material at a level 
the students can readily accept. This view was 
shared by the freshmen who suspect that some of 
their teachers are more interested in 
maintaining the excellent reputation on Broome 
Community College than in educating each 
individual student. ; 

The fact that Mechanical Technology is a 
predominantly male program intensifies the 
attitude that their general studies courses, 
English and psychology for example, could be 
integrated with other. curriculums. One 
experience with integration last year proved 
disappointing because although two curriculums 
shared the same room and the same teacher 
they were required to sit on opposite sides of the 
room. 

As in other technical fields there is a 
specialized club, in this case the Society of 
Manufacturing Engineers (S.M.E.) available to 
interested students. Mike Kaminsky, a 
freshman, is first vice chairman of S.M.E. and 
still finds time to play the string bass besides 
working in his father’s machine shop. The men 
in Mechanical Technology are hard working and 
enthusiastic. In spite of the heavy schedule at 
school many students hold down part-time jobs 
and some even make time for activities such as ! 
ski club and outing club. i ‘

Up Surveys Students Referendum Passes 


In a recent survey conducted 
by the ‘‘Heads Up”’ drug council, 
it was found that the 170 students 
surveyed, 56 per cent have used 
or are presently using drugs. 
From this group the reasons 
found for using drugs were: 42 
percent — curiosity; 52 per cent 
for the relaxing effect; 7 per cent 
— social pressures and 3 per cent 
out of necessity (addiction.) Of 
the users or past users 100 per 
cent have used marijuana, 69 per 
cent hashish, 35 per cent 
‘““‘mesealine’’, 34 per cent 
amphetamines, 34 per cent 
speed, 33 per cent barbiturates, 
33 per cent LSD, 8 per cent heroin 
and 5 per cent glue. 

It was also found that of the 170 
students surveyed, 44 per cent 
have never used drugs. The 
reasons for not using drugs: 69 
per cent say it’s a downgrade of 
mental and physical activity 
while the other 31 per cent are 
afraid of getting caught. 

Two . popular questions 
pertaining to marijuana in the 
survey were: 1) ‘Do you feel 
marijuana should be legalized?” 
and 2) “If you were at a party 
where marijuana was being 
used, what would you do?”’ The 
answer to the first was 58 per 
cent in favor, 30 per cent against 
and 12 per cent undecided, The 


answer to the second was 37 per _ 


cent would tolerate the use while 
23 per cent would leave the party 
and 38 per cent would join in the 
activity. Only 2 per cent of the 170 
persons involved would call the 
police. 

As to the question pertaining to 
the possible use of the drug 
council, it is understood that 
there are many individuals who 
feel that Heads Up is a 
rehabilitation center. They are 
not. Their purpose is merely to 
give information of assorted 
subjects pertaining to drugs such 
as: legal aid, resources 
pertaining to different types of 


drugs, the sending of student 
drug samples to Wilson 
Memorial Hospital to be 
chemically analyzed with the 
exact information reported to the 
owner, etc. Heads Up stressed 
the fact that all of these will be 
received and kept in strictest 
confidence. Also, the council is 
not just for those who know and 
take drugs, butalso for those that 
would like to learn more about 
drugs.

The students of Broome 
Community College have 
approved the Student Senate 
referendum to raise the Student 
Activity Fee ten dollars effective 
Fall Term, 1972. 

Voting the 27th and 28th of 
January in the SUB, the students 
narrowly approved the most 
publicized issue on campus this 
year. The final vote tally showed 
293 votes for the proposal and 272 
against. The total vote of 565 
comprises approximately 25 per 
cent of the entire student body. 
BCC students have usually 
responded to elections with 10 to 
12 percent ‘of the enrollment 
voting so, for Student Senate, the 
victory was two-fold; not only did 
the referendum pass, but the 
usual percentage of voting 
students doubled. 


_ The voting was broken down 
into Freshman and Seniors votes 
by different colored ballots. 
Seniors, using the blue ballots, 
passed the proposition by 22 per 
cent with 61 per cent voting yes 
and 39 per cent voting no. 
Freshmen, using the white 
ballots had 55 per cent against 
and 45 per cent for, defeating the 


proposal by 10 per cent. 


Student Senate officials said 
they believed the senior vote was 
so strongly in favor of the 
proposal because the seniors 
have been here longer and are 
more aware of the need for 
increased funds to keep the 
activities running and add new 
dimensions to the already 
existing extra curricular 
activities. They felt the freshmen 
were not as aware of the financial 
problems the activity program 
was laboring under. In addition, 
the balloting was held the day 


following the announcement of 


the Board of Trustees decision to 
raise tuition an additional 75 
dollars next year, and the Senate 
felt this was influential in causing 
the freshmen to vote no. 


The proposal will now be 
submitted to the Administrative 
Council to act upon. If they, too, 
approve the fee raise, it will be 
submitted to the Board of 
Trustees who have the vitimate 
Say in tuition and fee changes. 
Their approval will make the fee 
change effective, with the new 
tuition rates, next fall. we

Physical Education building in 
all likelihood within a year, and 
on the Health Sciences building 
we could probably begin 
construction within two years, 
from the date of the lifting of the 
freeze. 
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than state, were the funds 
coming? 

A: The funds for both buildings 
are shared fifty-fifty between the 
state of New York and Broome 
County. In each case, Broome 
County has already authorized its 
fifty per cent share. These funds 
are available whenever the 
matching funds from the state 
become available. 


Q:. How much money had 
already been spent on these two 
projects? 

A: Well, no money has been 
spent on the Health Sciences 
building and some money has 
been spent for architectural 
services on the Physical 
Education building. The money 
that was spent was just a small 


_ portion of the architect’s fee for 


which we have _— sought 
reimbursement. 


Q: Do you think that when 
work resumes on these buildings 
the cost will be higher than the 
original estimate of eight 
million? 

A: It would depend on the 
delay. If you mean architectural 
services, they won’t be any 
higher because we have a 
contract covering them. If you 
mean construction cost, I would 
assume that there is a possibility 
of escalation if construction is 
delayed more than a year. 


Q: Do you know of any other 
cutbacks in the state budget 
which will affect BCC? 

A: Broome County has not yet 
been advised in detail as to all the 
provisions in the 1972-73 state 
budget. It is entirely possible that 
there may be some restrictions 
on the funds allocated to counties 
or other sponsors of community 
colleges. Presently, we received 
forty percent of the operating 
expenses of the community 
college from the state of New 
York. In some other areas of the 
county budget, the state is giving 
up the percentage formula and is 
using a fixed-dollar 
reimbursement. In most cases, 
the state is saying to the local 
municipalities that “‘your aid for 
72 — ’73 will be the same amount 
of dollars as it was in the 
previous year,”’ which means if 
your budget has gone up, there is 
no recognition of this formula. I 
cannot answer the question 
specifically, but knowing of the 
plight of the state budget, I would 
not be surprised if there are some 
restrictions in operating funds. 


ENGAGEMENTS: 


Q: It was announced recently 
that BCC Board of Trustees 
agreed to raise tuition fees of the 
campus from $450.00 to $525.00 
per student. Do you think that 
this was also a result of a lack of 
funds coming in from the state. 

A: Well, I think it was a result 
of two things. First of all, it was'a 
recognition that the state is not in 
the coming years going to keep 
up with a payment of its 
proportionate share of the costs 
of operating a community 


college. As of the moment, no one 
is certain as to what the amount 
of funds will be from the state in 
the fiscal year 1972-73. I think 
also the increase in tuition is a 
recognition of the general 
increase cost of operating the 
college when it’s translated into 
the situation of the individual 
student. } 


Q: How seriously will the 
stoppage affect the campus? 

A: Well, I think it’s quite 
serious because our projections 
for the community college show 
an ever increasing number of 
students enrolling. The lack of 
building space will obviously 
make us apply some restrictions 
on the admissions coming to the 
community college. We 
recognize that these two 
buildings that we are talking 
about in this interview will not be 
ready and available for use for 
two or three years at the earliest 
even if design work was going 
forward now. However, you can 
bear with crowded conditions and 
the inconveniences to student and 
staff if you know that ultimately 
a new building or buildings will 
be available. In this case because 
it looks now as if the better part 
of five years may pass before we 
have these new buildings, it looks 
very definitely now as if there 
will have to be restrictions placed 
upon the admissions of students 
at the community college 
beginning next fall. 


Q: There has been, indeed, talk 
around campus that the number 
of students accepted for next 
year may be limited because of 
limited space as a result of the 
state fiscal situation. It’s evident 
that education is being hurt badly 
by the financial crisis. Do you 


think the picture for education 
will improve in the near future? 

A: Well, I’m not aware of any 
final decision by the 
Administration as to what the 
enrollment numbers will be next 
fall. It does seem to me entirely 
possible that enrollment will be 
limited next year because of the 
restrictions on available space. It 
alsoseems to me that the lack of 
funds to construct the new 
buildings would influence this 
decision. There is no question but 
what belt-tightening at the state 
and limitations on the state 
budget in turn place a certain 
constraint on the local budget. 
Without question community 
college education in Broome 
County will be restricted to some 
extent by these causes. I am 
extremely reluctant, and itis as a 
last resort I assure you, that I 
even recommend some of the 
restrictions that we will have to 
place on the college next year 
because of the value of the 
community college to —the 
Broome County area? I do not 
look for any improvement in the 


_situation in the near future. 


There is some possibility that 
some construction funds may be 
available in 1972-73. How they 
will be allocated and to what 
counties I have no way of 
knowing. It would seem to me as 
though we’re in for some very 
difficult days at the community 
college in the near future. 
Assuming an improvement in the 
economic situation in the country 
and assuming that federal 
revenue sharing may pass in the 
Congress, as proposed by 
Congressman Mills, it would look 
to me as though there may be 
some relief in the future but right 
now I’m quite pessimistic that 
the relief will be in time or in 
such an amount but what there 
will be some adverse effect on 
our expansion plans and upon 
enrollment at the college.

Freshmen 
Can Play 


HOLLYWOOD, FLA. (CPS) — 
All college. freshmen will be 
eligible to participate in varsity 
football and basketball beginning 
August 1. The announcement was 
made on January 8 by the 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association’s (NCAA) Assembly 
of Delegates at its annual 
meeting in Hollywood, Fla. 

Technically, the new freshman 
ruling allows first-year players 
to participate only in post season 
and championship NCAA events 
Regular season competition is 
still up to conferences and 
individual schools. 

Most basketball coaches were 
thought to be in favor of the new 
eligibility ruling, but many 
football coaches were 
dissatisfied with it. Coaches in 
the Big Eight Conference, which 
has the nation’s top three teams 
— Nebraska, Oklahoma, and 
‘Colorado — were unanimously 
against the playing of freshmen. 
Big Ten coaches were also 
generally against the new ruling. 

The NCAA delegation rejected 
an attempt to abolish the 
controversial 1.6 scholastic 
eligibility grade requirement. 
Also rejected was a motion to 
permit two outside scrimmages 
in addition to a 26-game 
basketball schedule.

SANTA BARBARA, CALIF (CPS) — 
Remember January 28, 1969? That was the day 
Santa Barbara beaches were invaded by that 
slick, black, alien from Platform A. Remember 
the mess and destruction it left in its wake — all 
the dead fish; all the oil covered birds? And, of 
course, all the tar-covered feet? 

On January 10 a retired municipal court judge 
from Los Angeles threw out all but one of 
District Attorney David Minier’s pollution cases 
against the four oil companies involved in the 
blowout. : 

Angered, Minier immediately filed an appeal. 


For 343 days Platform A spoiled Santa - 


Barbara waters and beaches as oil continued to 
flow from the leak. Minier charged the 
companies with violation of the Fish and Game 
Code Sec. 5650. He further held that each day the 
oil invaded state waters. or Santa Barbara 
beaches constituted a separate criminal offense. 
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district attorney, were incensed with the ruling 
of Judge Morton L. Barker. Minier called 
Barker’s ruling ‘‘outrageous” and ‘‘illogical.” 

“It seems incredible,’ complained Minier, 
“that a retired judge from Los Angeles should 
come to Santa Barbara to dismiss the largest oil 
pollution prosecution ever filed, because in his 
opinion the oil companies had ‘suffered 
sufficiently. The $800,000 we had hoped to collect 
in criminal fines was but a drop in the bucket 
compared to the millions of dollars in damages 


‘Santa Barbara residents had suffered due to oil 


damage.” 


Minier continued, saying the decision is 
analogous to a judge dismissing criminal 
charges against a murderer who has been sued 


in civil court for damages by the slain man’s 


widow, contending the murderer had already 
suffered sufficiently. 
Union Oil refused to comment as it is forbidden 


llution Cases 


Judge Barker fined each of the four oil 
companies involved, Union Oil and its partners 
in the venture, Mobil, Texaco, and Gulf — the 
meager sum of $500 each. 

Refusing to rule on the question of whether or 
not each day of leakage was a separate count or 
whether all days should be considered as one, the 
judge dismissed 342 counts and accepted a guilty 
plea on only one count. 


Judge Barker’s decision to fine the companies 
only $500 stemmed from his belief that they had 
appeared to have already been sufficiently 
punished in civil damage suits in which they paid 
claims to beach front property owners, nautical 
suppliers and boat owners who suffered oil. 
damage. 

The judge said he was not sure whether the oil 
companies were liable or whether the accident 
on Jan. 28 was an ‘‘act of God.’ He asked

DATELINE, Binghamton, 
New York — Today February 10, 
1996, the remaining few 
inhabitants of this industrial area 


flee their homes. These have 
been hard times for the 
Binghamtonians, since the 


announcement from the Federal 
Board of Pollution Control that 
their city was unfit for human 
life. 

The soot and the ashes have 
become a black pall hiding the 
sky from the earth. Buildings 


more than eight stories high 


vanish into the black clouds that 
hang so close to the streets. 
People scurry about making last 
minute preparation, and upon 
their faces they wear the usual 
face garb filters protecting them 
from direct inhalation of the 
poisonous fumes. Their eyes, if 
not behind goggles, are red and 
running as the poisoned air bites 
away on the precious tissue. One 
can see several Respiratory 
Stations along Court Street 
giving oxygen to the needy. The 
Federation Board of Pollution 
Control estimated that oxygen 
sold for $14.00 a tank, but the 
demand was so great and the 
supply so little, the price doubled

The crux of the Chenango and 
Susquehanna Rivers, is now the 
site of several Water Processing 
Plants installed by the Federal 
government in an attempt to save 
the water from total ruin.

Especially, when 
smaller metropolitan areas like 
Binghamton cannot be helped. 

So the migrating people move 
on to designated areas assigned 
by the Federal government. 
Large development of the 
Antarctic Circle have aided in the 
placement of some 100,000,000 
refugees from now dead cities. It 
is to be noted that no industry is 
allowed in this area, and 
population control is in effect.

Earth's End 

How will the earth end? Long 
before the sun cools off, it will 
go through periods of intense 
heating which will turn the earth 
into a cinder, according to Dr. 
Isaac Asimov of the Boston 
University School of Medicine, 
reporting in the November issue 
of SCIENCE DIGEST. Many 
scientists have long thought the 
end would come when the sun 
burned itself out, freezing the 
earth and everything on it.

QUESTION: What can you tell me about the effect of caffeine, long 
term or in high dosage? I hate coffee passionately, but have often 
felt the need for something for drowsiness early in the morning or 
during a long lecture. Last year I started taking occasional No-Doz 
which contains 100mg of caffeine but found it didn’t have much 
effect. Now I use Vivarin which contains 200mg of caffeine plus 
some other stuff. I find that I need three or four of these things to 
restore alertness when I really need it. 

Sometimes, I suspect the drugs seem to be the cause of 
occasional unrest in my intestinal tract followed by a loose bowel 
movement. Is that possible, or had I better investigate the 
possibility that other foods may be causing that particular 
problem? 


ANSWER: You are pushing yourself into a caffeine toxic state. 
Caffeine is a complex chemical which is a mild central nervous 
stimulant and has some alerting affect for most people. Coffee, tea, 
cocoa and cola drinks all contain caffeine. To give you an idea of 
how much you are taking, a cup of coffee contains about 100 to 150 
milligrams of caffeine. The same is true of tea. A twelve ounce 
bottle of cola contains about half that amount. Because of the 
means of preparation, instant coffee generally contains somewhat 
less caffeine per cup than the fresh brewed variety. 

Among the very significant side effects that can result from 
overdosing yourself with caffeine (either from coffee or as you are 
doing it) are rapid heart rate, duodenal ulcers and a variety of 
other gastro-intestinal symptoms, including the one you describe. 
If you smoke cigarettes, the nicotine will serve to enhance the side 
effects previously mentioned. You may also notice some general 
twitchiness. This is the result of the over stimulation of muscles by 
your central nervous system. 

If lethargy is such a problem, your best bet would be to drag 
yourself over to your physician with that complaint. If your body 
checks out all right, perhaps he or she could suggest some good 
people around who work with heads. 


QUESTION: A year ago I gave up taking birth control pills. Now I 


am back on them again with no adverse affects. The problem is 


this: One of my friends told me that the pill can only be taken for a 
total of five years. Is this true or not? 

Is there anything else I can use beside the pill which would be just 
as effective? I have never tried anything else. I don’t know if this is 
worth mentioning, but I only see my boyfriend about every three 
weeks as he goes to a different school. 


ANSWER: There is no evidence suggesting that the pill should be 
taken for a specified total number of years; women have used them 
for a considerable length of time with no signs of adverse effects. 
The normal pattern of usage of the pill appears to be one in which it 
is not taken continually, as had been your experience. The decision 
to become pregnant, a change in sexual activity, or other events 
usually interrupt the use of this contraceptive. Of the very large 
number of women who participated in the original field trials of 
oral contraceptives in the late 1950s, a bare handful are still taking 
the pill. 

The crux of the issue appears to be whether the use of the pill is 
indicated when a person is sexually active as infrequently as you 
describe. Many physicians, this one included, would suggest that 
alternate forms of contraception be explored in situations where 
intercourse occurs infrequently. For instance, your boyfriend can 
use a condom and you can use a contraceptive foam such as Delfen.

Another possibility is the use of the diaphragm. This method is 
also highly effective when used as directed. An examination by a 
physician is necessary to obtain a prescription for a diaphragm. 
Ioes your college health service offer contraceptive services? Try 
them if they do, or try Planned Parenthood or a private doctor if 
they do not. 


QUESTION: I was employed by the city forestry department on 
crews which removed trees which had fallen victim to Dutch Elm 
disease. Now, many weeks after I quit, small tufts of my hair are 
yellowing and falling, and small sections of skin on my palms are 
flaking off. Is it possible that there is any connection between the 
tree disease and my problem? 


ANSWER: There are no reported cases of Dutch Elm disease being 
transmitted to human beings. From what you describe, it is 
unlikely that you are the first one. Coming so long after exposure, 
the symptoms are probably not related to the trees in any way. 
There are a variety of allergies that can cause skin conditions 
after contact with trees and plants but these appear rather rapidly. 
Fungal infections can cause patches of hair to fall out although the 
yellowing you describe is a little mysterious. Fungal infections can 
also cause flaking of skin. The only wise move at this point is to be 
examined by a dermatologist to determine what you have. 


QUESTION: We have all been told that knuckle cracking is a bad 
habit from a medical viewpoint, I have also heard that bending and 
flexing the spine to produce similar noises is beneficial. What is the 
difference between these two processes? 


ANSWER: Snaps, crackles and pops resulting from the 
manipulating of joints is due to the forceful sliding of one joint 
surface over the other combined with a rubber band like zinging of 
tendons sliding over bony prominences. A recent article on the 
subject suggests that at least some knuckle noises are due to a 
rapid expansion of the fluid in the joint space with subsequent mini- 
explosions of gas bubbles in the fluid formed by the increased space 
and reduced pressure. Random cracking of joints is discouraged by 
physicians because it can result in mechanical damage of bones 
and soft tissues. Some people are actually habituated to cracking 
their knuckles and do so whenever they are anxious. While the 
technique does seem to temporarily relieve tension, it does make 
other people anxious. . 

Bending and flexing of the spine is sometimes used to relieve 
certain pains due to muscle spasms. Such a practice should only be 
engaged in by physicians trained to do so and who recognize when 
not to do so. Many osteopathic physicians occasionally use such 
techniques. 

An important word of caution must be entered here. 
Chiropractors who base a great deal of what they do on 
manipulation of joints, are not physicians. They believe in an 


entirely unproven and unscientific theory of disease, and are not 


trained in the diagnosis of medical disorders. They have been 
known to cause a considerable amount of damage by insisting that 
illnesses in urgent need of medical attention be treated by their 
ritualized techniques. Although it may sound harsh, they practice 
something akin to folk medicine and should be avoided.

conscientious objectors, but also 
because it breaks a long-standing 
policy by which judgments by 
default are often granted in 
favor of the government against 
citizens; but they are rarely 
given in favor of individuals 
against the government. 

In the class action suit, which 
was brought by Conscientious 
Objectors for Service Benefits, 
the plaintiffs asked the court to 
rule. that CO’s who have 
performed two years of civilian 
service in lieu of induction be 
treated like any other veteran of 
national service, according to 
COSB attorney James Vonasch. 
“These men have been found to 
be fully entitled to a 
conscientious objector 
classification by the selective 
service system,” added William 
L. Hanson, the group’s other 
attorney. 

“The VA’s present policy is a 
case of discrimination 
conscience,” said 
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attorney Vonasch. CO’s have 
exercised an option offered to 
all men under the Selective 
Service Law,” he explained 
“The VA is violating the First 
and Fifth Amendments to the 
United States Constitution when 
the VA denies benefits to men 
because they have been guided 
by their conscience to perform 
alternate service,” he concluded: 

Even now a man does not 
need to serve in the armed forces 
to qualify for VA _ benefits, 
according to Paul Anderson who 
is the COSB national 
coordinator. Men who have 
worked in certain professional 
levels in the Public Health 
Service are presently eligible for 
benefits. CO’s Drafted into 
alternate service are the only 
men performing national service 
under the Selective Service Act 
who do not receive these 
benefits, Anderson said.

Joseph Rhine, counsel for Hell 
Comics, publisher of Air Pirates 
Funnies, claims ‘‘our people had 
a right to use the characters for 
parody purposes.”’ He feels that 
“Mickey Mouse belongs to 
everyone... and certainly we are 
not going to destroy Disney 
Productions.”’ 

The publisher and artists 
named in the suit were 
unavailable for comment.
